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Elba BOE renews 3-year contrant 
for Superintendent Danny Weeks

The Elba City School Board 
met in special session on Friday 
afternoon, May 19th. The main 
purpose of the called meeting 
was to consider a committee 
recommendation on extending 
the contract of Superintendent 
Danny Weeks. 

Weeks reminded board mem- 
bers at the regular monthly 
meeting earlier in the month 
that his three year contract 
would expire in June. 

The board heard the commit- 
tee report of Josh Wilson, 
Katrina Calhoun and Bill 
Brunson which recommended 
renewing the three year contract 
with Weeks as superintendent. 


Wilson reported he contacted 
the State Association of School 
Boards for copies of contracts 
and a schedule of salaries of 
school systems similar to 
Elba’s. 

The new contract contains 
some modifications of the for- 
mer contract with Weeks and 
does include a $2,000 annual 
pay raise. Weeks had said earli- 
er he liked the job and would 
rather additional money stay in 
the school system for the bene- 
fit of staff and the needs of the 
students. 

Weeks began his career in the 
Elba school system in 1992, as 
an assistant coach with Elba 
coaching legend Mack Wood, 
serving as coach and assistant

Free fishing day in Alabama set for 
June 10th in state’s public waters 


Each calendar year, the 
Commissioner of Conservation 
and Natural Resources desig- 
nates a “Free Fishing Day” for 
the public to fish recreationally 
in public waters without a fish- 
ing license. Saturday, June 10, 
2006, had been designated as 
this year’s Free Fishing Day. 

Approved by the Alabama 
Legislature, the law allows an 
angual free day of fishing 
when residents and non-resi- 
dents may fish without a fish- 

“Free Fishing Day is offered 
to introduce non-anglers to the 
sport of fishing and to remind 
former anglers of the bie 
they've been missing,”

AHSAA to move girls golf season 
back to spring beginning in 2007 


The girls golf season, which 
was recently changed to a fall 


sport, has been moved back to 


the spring for the 2007 season, 
according tO an announcement 
Wednesday by Dan Washburn, 
Executive Director of the 
Alabama High School Athletic 
Association. 

The championship golf pro- 
gram for girls was shifted from 
the spring to the fall by the 
Central Board of Control in it 
meeting April 5. Since ‘that 
time the Association's legal 
council has recommended that 
the girls’ golf program remain a 
spring sport due to Title [X con- 
siderations. 

“We felt it was a good move 
to enhance girls’ golf,” 
Washburn said, “but we did not 
intend to put the Board in a vul- 
nerable position concerning 
Title IX.” 

Girls’ golf, which currently 
has competition in one division, 
was shifted from the busy, six- 


sport spring season to the fall in 
an effort to expand the program 
at the state level. Sports now 
offered in the fall are volley- 
ball, football, cross country and 
swimming. 

Also, the Board was aware 
that a Legislative Proposal that 
would move both girls and boys 
golf to the fall did not receive a 
favorable vote from the 
AHSAA member schools. The 
proposal was voted down by 
the AHSAA Legislative 
Council later that day (April 5) 

Plans are to schedule the girls 
state golf tournament at the 
same time as the boys’ tourna 
ment in May, 2007,

have little strands of gold interwoven in it because of its’ price. Like

This is the amount of 
light that is bent while passing through an object. Since fluorocar 
bon line has a refractive index almost identical to‘water, the line is 


almost invisible to fish. 


The near invisibility of fluorocarbon line makes it excellent for 
any fishing, but it is especially good for fishing clear waters 
Fisherman fishing for trout or small mouth bass in clear water find 
this line ideal for. these situations. Farm. ponds clarity. can vary 


greatly with the amount of runoff and fertilizer, 


and they can 


become quite clear.at times, too. The nearly invisible fluorocarbon 
line may just be that bit extra that will fool that ten pounder into'hit 


ting your offering. 


Since fluorocarbon line is almost invisible, anglers can move up 
to heavier line than they could get by with in more: conventional 
lines, It is also abrasion resistant and sensitive to a strike. The sink 


rate is three to four times faster than regular monofilament. 
Nylon lines can absorb water, making them weaker, Notso with 
fluorocarbon, as it does not absorb water. It is also more resistant to 


ultraviolet light. 


Fluorocarbon is especially good when fishing in strong current 


where the ultimate in sensitive line is needed to feel a strike 


The 


low stretch factor also makes hook setting easier, I. is ideal when 
you need to get lightweight bait down quickly, The high abrasion 
resistance is also ideal for fishing rocky or riprap areas 

With all its’ virtues, there are a few areas where special attention 
is a must when fishing fluorocarbon line. For-one thing it is hard to 
see where it enters the water, especially for aging eyes. Knots slip- 
ping can be a problem sometimes because this line is so hard and 
slick. They must be wet and pulled up tight on the hook or bait 


before use. 


Fishermen using spinning reels will have to deal with “line mem 
ory” when using fluorocarbon line.
